The Church of Rome never changes. 
That is one of its proud boasts. And 
if American politicians continue to re- 
ceive the Church into favor, and give 
power, influence and money to its rep- 
resentatives, they will sow the seeds 
of great trouble in the future. This 
is a serious matter for the American 
nation. Rome is unchanging in its 
evil principles and its evil practices; 
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and if American politicians give it 
place and power here, it will do even 
more mischief because of the greater 
opportunities. 

The craft of those priestly agents of 
the Vatican is shown, too, in the use 


of the phrase “diplomatic relations,” 
because it suggests a recognition of 
the Pope as a temporal ruler by the 
United States Government.

Premier Clemenceau Victorious. 


Last month there was a strike of 
electrical workers in Paris, with which 
the Government dealt wisely—in great 
moderation, but with a firm hand. The 
Socialists in the Chamber tried to make 
trouble for M. Clemenceau, but the 
Chamber. rejected the motion intro- 
duced by the Socialist leader, and 
later voted confidence in the Govern- 
ment by 518 to 68. 

But of more practical importance, 
perhaps, than this episode in itself, is 
the threatening of the Government by 
the organs of the Papacy; and these 
utterances derive the more significance 
from the insinuations, suggestions and

The Gaulois, the organ of the 
Royalists and the Jesuits, said with 
regard to the suppression of the strike, 
that there would soon be only two 
groups—the partisans of property and 
its enemies: that since the establish- 
ment of the present Republic insurrec- 
tion had divided intwo. The first half, 
installed at the helm of the ministries, 
had feathered its nest. The other half 
—in the streets and workshops—was 
patiently waiting for its chance to take 
possession. “The only remedy is the 
restoration of one authority,” by which 
the paper means, of course, that of the 
foreign Pope.

Pius Shifts the Blame. 
The Rome which 
Bishop O’Gorman sent to this coun- 
try through the Associated Press, 
after his interview with Pope Pius X,

was the subject of editorials in the 
New York Syn and Times of March 
19. Both papers give credit to Arch- 
bishop Ireland, as does the Pope, for 
saying that the French clergy and 
leading Catholics had not taken suf- 
ficient pains to prevent the Catholic 
Church from being classed among 
the anti-Republican propaganda. 
“Hence,” says the Times, “from M. 
Combes to M. Briand, French minis- 
ters who were also French Repub- 
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licans have been able to assert with 
high plausibility, that their motives in 
endeavoring to reduce the influence 
of the Catholic Church in the secular 
sphere were not anti-religious, but 
merely political. That is, in effect, 
what Archbishop Ireland said. That 
is what, in effect, the Pope follows 
him in saying. And yet it is for say- 
ing this that certain persons in this 
country denounce men and news- 
papers that have no hostility at all to 
the Catholic Church, but only a warm 
interest in republican institutions. 
Those persons will now perceive that 
they are more Royalist than the 
King, more Catholic than the Pope. 

The Sun editorial said: ‘Almost 
the whole of the French aristocracy, 
supported by a part of the secular 
clergy, and especially by the teaching 
orders, continued to show themselves 
inflexibly opposed to the Republican 
regime. It was this reaction and ele- 
ment that strove to make of the 
Dreyfus affair a means of sowing 
disloyalty in the army and of pre- 
paring the ground for a coup d'etat, 
which, indeed, at one time, seems to 
have been planned. As we look back 
over the last thirty-five years of 
French history we can understand 
why so many French Republicans 
should have come to the conclusion 
that between them and those clericals 
who would not listen even to the 
Pope, it was a duel to the death. If 
Catholics in the United States were 
to evince sympathy with a_ party 
which avowedly desired the over- 
throw of our Republican institutions, 
they would inevitably forfeit the re- 
spect and consideration that they 
now enjoy.”

We know that in saying such a thing 


we run the risk of being misunder- 
stood; and we think we ought to make 
plain what we really do mean. 

The wisdom that we desire to see 
manifested by the clergy is that which 
is rendered necessary by circumstances 
that no one can possibly change, or 
even modify. 

The separation is an accomplished 
fact as to which the clergy must make 
up their minds that there will be no 
turning back. On this point the mind 
of the Chamber and of the Senate have 
been made manifest in a practical way 
upon so many occasions that there is 
no room for any misunde rstanding as 
to what they mean to do. 

This being so, what is the situation ? 

At the same time very simple and 
very complicated. 

Very complicated, if one thinks of 
setting his course by the text of the 
original separation law. 

Very simple, if one makes up his 
mind that the Government, supported 
by the authority of the great majority 
of the Chamber, fully intends to carry 
the law into effect. 

The divorce duly pronounced be- 
tween the Church and the State is not, 
according to what has been solemnly 
proclaimed and yoted, a weapon of 
war which the latter can use against 
the former. 

The Government intends to respect 
liberty of conscience, and to leave re- 
ligion in peaceful possession of prem- 
ises consecrated to its observances. 

It has said to the priests: “I leave 
you your churches, which you can oc- 
cupy as in the past, and where no one 
else can come in. In order to have 
the use of these buildings, you have 
only to comply with certain formali- 
ties which, as-campared_with the re- 
quirements originally intended, are 
pure matters of form, leaving to the 
pastor all his dignity and every facil- 
itv for the practice of the religion of 
which you are the ministers. 

In that regard it is easy to under- 
stand the heat of the attacks to which 
it has had to submit; but the Govern- 
ment has now reached the extreme 
limit to which it can go.

Romanism and the Human 
Reason. 


BY DR. ROBERTSON NICOLL, EDITOR OF 
“THE BRITISH WEEKLY.” 

In THe Convertep Catuotric for 
November, 1906, appeared an article 
on “The Future of Romanism,” by 
Dr. Robertson Nicoll, the well-known 
English publicist, and editor of The 
British Weekly. Dr. Nicoll followed 
up that article by another editorial in 
his paper with the heading, “Roman- 
ism and the Human Reason,” in which 
he said: 

What the future evolution of Ro- 
man doctrine under infallible Popes 
may be no one can say, though it is 
probable enough that we shall hear 
more about St. Anne, St. Joseph, the 
Sacred Heart, the de fide necessity of 
the temporal power, and the like. It 
is well known that a large body of 
devout and able men in the Church 
of Rome have longed and labored and 
suffered to effect a reconciliation be- 
tween their church and reason. Con- 
spicuous among these was Lord Acton, 
of whom we learn more from a new 
volume of letters published under the 
title, “Lord Acton and His Circle,” 
and edited by Abbot Gasquet. Lord 
Acton in his lifetime enjoyed an ex- 
traordinary reputation for learning 
and ability. More than half a for- 
eigner, and living much of his life 
abroad, he was in constant association 
with men of mark everywhere, and 
particularly with the more eminent 
cholars of the Roman _ Catholic 
-hurch. He had a hand in several 
periodicals designed to commend Ro- 
man Catholicism to the intellect of 
the time. There were discouraged by 
the authorities, and none of them had 
a long life. In M. Gasquet’s book we 
have a series of letters written by Lord 


Acton to Mary Gladstone, and there 
are letters from Acton to Cardinal 
Newman. Lord Acton, in 1882, wrote 
to Miss Gladstone: 


Don’t let me make too much of that 
passage in Newman. He defended the 
Syllabus, and the Syllabus justified all 
those atrocities. Pius V held that it was 
sound Catholic doctrine that any man 
may stab a heretic condemned by Rome, 
and that every man is a heretic who at- 
tacks the papal prerogatives. Borromeo 
wrote a letter for the purpose of causing 
a few Protestants to be murdered. New- 
man is an avowed admirer of Saint Pius 
and Saint Charles. This, and the like 
of this, is the reason of my deep aver- 
sion for him. In the most fam- 
ous theological treatise of the last gen- 
eration we read that the murder of a 
heretic was not only permitted but re- 
warded, that it was a virtuous deed to 
slaughter Protestant men and women, 
until they were all exterminated. 

One more passage, written in 1884, 
about Ultramontanism : 

Therefore, the most awful imputation 
in the catalogue of crimes rests, accord- 
ing to the measure of their knowledge 
and their zeal, upon those whom we call 
the Ultramontanes [the Jesuitical party]. 


The famous novel of Fogazzaro, 
“The Saint,” has been condemned, al- 
though the author is a Roman Catholic. 

Modern ideas have probably made 
greater headway among Italian Cath- 
olics, both clergy and laity, than 
among the French. 

Piux X is in line with the whole 
tradition of his Church, and a liberal 
Roman Catholic, after the doctrine of 
infallibility, must live, to say the least, 
a highly precarious existence.

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THREE YEARS AND A HALF OF PIUS X, 


A CATHOLIC PRIEST, IN “NORTH AMERICAN REVIEW,” JANUARY 4, 1907. 


In beginning to describe the three 
and a half years of the pontificate of 
Piux X, we find our mind reverting 
to a passage which Carlyle wrote in 
1850, concerning the opening months 
of the reign of Pius IX. The words 
occur in the “Latter-Day Pamphlets,” 
and are as follows: 


Not long ago the world saw, with 
thoughtless joy, a real miracle, not 
heretofore considered possible or con- 
ceivable in the world—a Reforming 
Pope. A simple, pious creature, a 
good country priest, invested unex- 
pectedly with the tiara, takes up the 
New Testament, and declares that this 
henceforth shall be his rule of govern- 
ing. No more finesse, chicanery, hy- 
pocrisy, or false or foul dealing of 
any kind; God's truth shall be spoken, 
God’s justice shall be done, on the 
throne called of St. Peter; an honest 
Pope, Papa, or Father of Christen- 
dom shall preside there. The 
European populations everywhere hail- 
ed the omen with shouting and re- 
joicing, leading articles and _ tar-bar- 
rels.

And if we apply this whole pas- 
sage to Pius X—for it can be applied 
to him with astonishing aptness—the 
prediction will be again likewise ful- 
filled. 

The present Pope is a man whose 
simplicity and intentional sanctity it 


is impossible to doubt. He had no 


ambition for the office which he holds; 
he had no recommendation for it save 
that he stood aloof from faction and 
intrigue, and enjoyed a reputation for 
conspicuous virtue. He ascended the 
ancient throne of the Papacy amid 
the rejoicing of the whole Catholic 
world; and when he announced in al- 
most the first public words which he 
uttered as Pope, that his motto would 
be, ’Restaurare omnia in Christo”’— 
to renew all things m Christ—we 
hoped that we should see in the Papal 
government a spirit of moderation and 
unworldliness, such as the world has 
hardly observed there since the first 
Gregory or the first Leo. Thoughtful 
Catholics have long been aweary of 
Pontiffs that were great diplomats, 
great builders, great theologians. A 
great Christian is what they have been 
sighing for; a Christian, that is, in 
its one, sole, proper meaning—a man, 
namely, who is like Christ. “Restau- 
rare omnia in Christo” gave us a token 
of such a man; and, with ardent hope, 
we looked to see how Cardinal Sarto, 
having become Pius X, would live up 
to those mighty words. Would he cut 
loose from the abominable traditions 
that have disgraced the Roman See, 
and alienated from it the most pro- 
gressive nations of the world? Would 
he make an end of that thirty years’ 
anathema passed upon the kingdom of 
Italy, the result of which has been the 
practical apostasy of the peninsula, 
while the world has looked on in 
amazement that Christ’s delegate on 
earth should sacrifice souls rather than 
sacrifice temporal dominion? Would 
he diminish the unholy monopoly of 
Italians in governing the Church, and 
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allow some representation to other 
countries which to the 
limit of patience with the ignorant fac- 
tion of foreigners who rule them with 
whip and spur?

It was an inspiring 
that Catholicism can thrive in the at- 
mosphere of modern liberty. But every 
one of these dreams has ended in dis- 
aster. Every movement for a hun- 
dred years—Gratry’s, de Lamennais’s, 


Montalembert’s, Rosmini’s—to recon- 
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cile the Papacy with progressive civili- 
zation has produced only martyrs, 
nothing else. 

The Pope exclaims that he is dis- 
mayed at the signs of insubordination 
among the younger Italian clergy and 
seminaries. He finds among them, 
he says, a thirst for mischievous nov- 
elty—novita malsana—and altogether

and that sort of thing. All this 
is abominable, and must be done 
away with by the most stringent 
Ac- 


cordingly, he legislates that no news- 


acts of eccleciastical authority. 


papers are to be allowed into Italian 
seminaries, nor any periodicals, save 
one or other which the bishop may con- 
sider harmless. No priests are to en- 
gage in social works of any kind, nor 
are they to write a line for publica- 
tion, even on purely technical sub- 
jects, without the express permission 
and censorship of the bishops. And, as 
for the Lega Democratica Nazionale, 
if any priest dares to become a mem- 
ber of it, he is ipso facto suspended 
from all priestly functions. 

All this is an old, old story; oppo- 
to liberty, anathema against 
civilization, hatred of the light; and, 
if any Catholic in his zeal for the 
Church speaks out in behalf of the 
light, smash him with the bludgeon 
of condemnation! “Restaurare omnia 
in Christo” sounds like blasphemy 
from the Piux X of to-day. 

We might go on describing other 
features of the politico-ecclesiastical 
régime of Pius X. We might dwell, 
for example, upon the case of Bishop 
Bonomelli. This splendid prelate, 
bishop of Cremona, in his Lenten pas- 
toral of 1906, came out explicitly and 


sition 
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powerfully against union of Church 
and State. This is an opinion which 
no Catholic is supposed to hold. That 
Church and State ought to be united, 
and that the contrary view is abomin- 
able liberalism, is the position of Cath 
olic theology, reaffirmed in the strong 
est language in the Syllabus of Pius 
IX. For obvious reasons, we Ameri- 
can Catholics are not often reminded 
of this theological teaching. The fact 
is, American Catholics of any enlight- 
enment, whether clerical or lay, stand 
squarely by our Constitution in this 
matter, and reject as an unholy im- 
pertinence the attempt of the Roman 
Curia to include this Church and State 
doctrine in the religion of the Son of 
God. But the Papacy clings to medi- 
eval theocracy, and stubbornly refuses 
to admit the separation theory as any- 
thing better than a makeshift, which 
the Church tolerates only because she 
is obliged to tolerate. So, when 
Bishop Bonomelli publicly advocated 
the modern thesis, the uproar was pro- 
digious. The Lombard bishops pro- 
tested to the Pope against this erring 
brother, and Pius X, in acknowledg- 
ing their letter, said that Mgr. Bono- 
melli had been guilty of holding a 
liberal opinion which the Church had 
condemned and could never tolerate. 
In the midst of the disturbance the 
Bishop himself went to Rome, and the 
Pope refused to see him. Pius’s own 
good heart, and that New Testament 
which he meditates, would have un- 
doubtedly suggested that a brother 
bishop be received, however great his 
fall. But the traditions of Papal des- 
potism! How often have not piety 


and the Gospels gone down before 
them! 


Let us give an instance of the in- 
tellectual tyranny that prevails under 
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Pius X. For ten years the ablest 
Jesuit author in English was Father 
George Tyrrell, of England. This 
man, after spending twenty-five years 
with the Jesuits, felt himself constrain- 
ed to ask release from the Order, and 
about a year ago petitioned the Gen- 
eral of the Society for honorable dis- 
missal, in due form. While the peti- 
tion was pending at Rome, an anony- 
mous pamphlet appeared in Italy deal- 
ing with certain relations between 
criticism and theology, and certain 
adaptations which must be introduced 
into the theology of the future. The 
Jesuit General, already an enemy to 
lather Tyrrell, asked him to repudiate 
the authorship of the pamphlet. On 
l‘ather Tyrrell’s refusal to do so, the 
General expelled him from the Society 
under suspension; that is to say, 
‘ather Tyrrell could not exercise any 
riestly functions and was forbidden 
io receive the sacraments of the 
Church. As last Lent drew towards 
its close, Father Tyrrell wrote to the 
Cardinal-Prefect of the Roman Con- 
gregation of Bishops and Regulars for 
permission, if not to say mass, at least 
the Eucharist, as 
Catholic is bound to do, during the 
Lenten or Easter season. His letter, 
and along with it a still more urgent 
request later on, was absolutely ig- 
nored by Cardinal Ferrata. Finally, 
a more than usually tender-hearted 
Continental bishop wrote to Rome, 
asking if he might not receive Father 
Tyrrell into his diocese, and thus re- 
store him to his proper priestly status. 
This letter was, of course, at once 
acknowledged by the Cardinal, who 
answered that Father Tyrrell would 
be permitted to enter the bishop’s dio- 
cese and resume his suspended privi- 
leges, on condition that he would sub- 


to receive every 
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mit his future epistolary correspond- 
ence to ecclesiastical supervision! This 
infamous proposition called forth a 
letter from Father Tyrrell to Ferrata, 
which must have struck shame into the 
‘Curia, if shame had not long since 
ceased to dwell there. The Englishman 
reminds the Italian that the condition 
imposed by Rome disgraces the tri- 
bunal from which it proceeds, and tells 
him categorically that the condition is 
rejected. Sorrowful as it is to a priest 
to be held up before the world as de- 
graded, he will suffer that indignity, 
he says; and, rather than fling his 
manhood beneath the heel of a Roman 
despot, he will live and die without his 
privileges and rights as a priest, trust- 
ing to God for vindication. 

For evils of Papal despotism such 
as we have been describing, and we 
might mention many more, there is no 
remedy save one. Rome will never 
spontaneously reform. The episcopate 
is equally insensible to the need of a 
change. It is public opinion that must 
force relief from the hideous régime 
under which we have suffered so long. 
When Catholics tell their priests and 
bishops, face to face, that they are sick 
of Italian government without con- 
sultation, and Italian taxation without 
representation; when Catholic schol- 
ars refuse to sacrifice their reason at 
the dictation of the Roman tribunals 
which, in 1633, decided that it was 
damnable heresy to hold that the earth 
went round the sun; and when the 
people, by every organ of public ut- 
terance open to them, demand the puri- 
fication of Catholicism, then, and not 
till then, Rome will yield; then, and 


not till then, the claim to govern by 
the New Testament will be a truth, 
and not a sham and a falsehood as it 
is now.

‘¢ The Double Doctrine.’’

I have read that admirable work 
written by the Baroness Van Zedt- 
witz, “The Double Doctrine of the 
Church of Rome,” with much plea- 
sure. She has indeed put her probe 
of truth into the very vitals of the 
whole system. Her book is an un- 
sparing vivisection of the Roman 
Catholic Church as a living body 
for the whole world to gaze upon, 
and the beholder sees how absolute- 
ly indispensable to that body are 
the sinews holding in place the 
Papacy, Jesuitism and the mysti- 
cal theology of the now so much 
exploited “Christian Doctrine”! The 
little book is decisive and unanswer- 
able. It should be read by the 
whole reading world and go forth 
in all languages. The brightest in- 
tellects and highest erudition of 
the Roman Church will utterly fail 
in any attempt to deny or explain 
away a single statement set forth 
in this clear exposition of “The 
Double Doctrine of the Church of 
Rome.” 

In the light of this subject let us 
not forget Rome’s duplicity in her 
war upon our public schools.

Soon the 
cry of denunciation against our 
American school system as “God- 
less schools” arose, and has con- 
tinued to the present day. Last 
year, during the closing exercises 
of all parochial schools and other 
Catholic educational institutions, in 
Washington, for the summer recess, 
the published reports informed all 
readers of the press of the gold 
medals and other fine prizes con- 
ferred on students of “Christian 
Doctrine” and “Scripture Study,” 
with the assertion that only in Ro- 
man Catholic schools was religion 
taught to the pupils. Many good 
people were doubtless misled by this 
characteristic priestly duplicity. 

Not long ago, a statement ap- 
peared in some papers that a school 
board in Pittsburg had forbidden 
the Lord’s Prayer to be recited at 
school opening. The pupils re- 
belled en masse, and, rising with 
their teachers, repeated together 
the whole prayer, for which they 
received the commendation of their 
parents as soon as the affair came 
to their knowledge. 

Intelligent, thoughtful Catholics 
will not fail to analyze the causes 
which have produced such positive 
conviction and action with conse 
quences sO momentous as_ hav 
characterized the history of those 
highly educated and refined Ameri- 
can women, the Caldwell sisters.

The principal speaker 
vas Vice-President Fairbanks, also of Indiana, who made some state- 
ients that were as singular as those of Senator Beveridge. He said: 

In my younger days I knew of a stormy antagonism to the Catholic 
‘hurch. Every man in those days thought his own sect was the only 
proper church, and he distrusted the others. Years have led me to see 
hose differences fade away and to see all churches rejoice in each other’s 
progress. . . . The future of our great country depends on such as 
you. 

With a graceful bow to the high ecclesiastics present, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States sat down after this dose of flattery. Did those 
Roman Catholics believe him? They would be foolish if they did not. 

Mr. Fairbanks, like all other politicians, expects—and indeed intends— 
that many of his public utterances shall be taken with a pinch of salt 
or in a Pickwickian sense. But after making allowance for that Mr. 
Fairbanks’ assertions that he has seen “the differences” between 
tantism and Roman Catholicism “fade away”; that “all the churches rejoice 
in each other’s progress,” and “that the future of our great country de- 
pends on” such men as are turned out by a Roman Catholic university 
go a little too far beyond the facts to be allowed to pass without comment. 

To take the last one first: If Mr. Fairbanks really does not know 
that the Papal supremacy in things temporal as well as things spiritual is 
one of the foundation stones upon which the “faith” of every “good” 
Catholic rests, it is time that somebody told him. Of course none of 
the smooth-tongued priests and time-serving politicians whom he meets tell 
him this, and they would deny it if he asked them. But the fact remains 
the same nevertheless, and the French hierarchy and clergy have been 
writing it as large as possible in all the newspapers of the world for three 
months past, and many of the American hierarchy have been holding 
large public meetings in order to impress the same fact on the authorities— 
at Washington, in my opinion, rather than Paris. If the future of this 
great country really depends on a set of men deeply imbued with the 
honest belief that the Pope ought to rule this country in all things, it is 
to be feared that the Republic of the United States will cease to exist. 


Protes- 
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Again, every man educated at a Catholic university has committed 
his conscience to the keeping of his confessor, who is always a priest—a 
Papal agent. Now the theory of this Republic is that every man is a free 
agent, with a mind of his own, and an intelligent judgment qualifying him 
to decide, at the ballot box, which particular candidate is most likely to 
promote the interests of the city, the state or the nation, as the case 
may be. Now, no man who confesses his sins to a priest is a free agent, 
however “liberal” or “enlightened” he may be. His priest stands before 
him as an agent of God and as a representative of an “infallible” Church, 
so that whatever that priest thinks to be best will naturally appear so to 
him, and he will act accordingly. So that where there are fifty Catholic 
voters, it may be assumed that at least forty votes—allowing for indi- 
viduals who are only nominal Catholics—are cast solid for the candidate 
favored by the Roman Church as represented by the bishops and priests 

These men believe that their church is the only true one and that it 
ought to rule the nation, and that the “ideal condition” is for the Church 
to be above the State. In practice, so far, in this country they have 
made considerable progress in the control of politicians of many varieties, 
including some who should have more backbone than they seem to 
possess. Roman Catholic ecclesiastics have brought down several proud 
nations—among them Portugal, Spain and Austria, while Italy only 
escaped ruin by war, and France has not been a day too soon with her 
Separation Law—and have never lifted a single nation up; so just how 
the future of this nation is to be benefited by the rule of your church 
is not clear. 

Then, too, I doubt if Mr. Fairbanks could cite a single case in which 
the Roman Church’s representative has ever rejoiced in the success of 
any Protestant enterprise. Any Roman priest would stultify himself if he 
did, because the Roman Church still claims to be the only true one, and, 
therefore, could not consistently “rejoice in the success” of any propa- 
ganda by “heretics” even though the silly word “non-Catholic” be used 
to describe them as less likely to stop contributions given in response 
to disingenuous and misleading appeals. Incidentally, while I have heard 
and read of many astonishing things said and written by ignorant 
Protestants (some of whom ought to have known better) I have never 
heard or seen anything to suggest any rejoicing over any triumph of 
the reactionary superstition for which your Church stands. Mr. Fair- 
banks, I fear, has either been misinformed on this point, or spoke with- 
out substantial data. Light and Darkness have not yet begun to con- 
gratulate one another upon meeting; they are mutually destructive—but 
not more sothan Evangelical Protestantism and Romanism. 

And this leads up to the statement of Mr. Fairbanks that he has 
“seen these differences fade away.” His mental vision must indeed be 
keen. The differences between justification by faith and the attempt to 
appease God by works such as your church prescribes—penances, in- 
dulgences, holy water, etc.; between the sacrifice of Christ on Calvary

once for all, and the blasphemous presumptuous mass; between the for- 
giveness of sins by Jesus Christ and the penance-laden “absolution” of 
a priest; between the open Bible and the withholding of it by the hier- 
archy; between repentance and doing penance; between the worship 
of Mary, “saints,” angels and images, and the adoration alone of the 
ever-blessed Trinity; between salvation offered freely to whoever will 
forsake their sins and call upon the name of the Lord, and the limitation 
of God’s salvation to Roman Catholics; not one of these differences has 
really “faded away,” in spite of the fact that they may have all disap- 
peared from the vision of a  politician—whose wish is father to the 
thought, with the Catholic vote in view. There is a saying that none are 
so blind as those who will not see, but it will be a great disaster not 
only to himself but to others if Mr. Fairbanks’ mental eyes should be- 
come permanently afflicted. 

No, Cardinal, Mr. Fairbanks is mistaken in all three assertions. 
The differences between your Church and Protestantism still exist, de- 
spite the efforts of the politicians, who do not scruple to buy the Catho- 

* vote—Protestant votes are not for sale. You and all the other Papal 
agents here would persecute the Protestants of this country on a whole- 
sale scale if you had the power, just as the members of your church do 

ww in the cases of individuals who leave the Church or write or say 
things that the priests do not like. You and other American priests 
have been showing the true spirit of your Church during the last few 
weeks by your misrepresentations of the action of the French Govern- 

ien in delivering the State from the machinations of the Vatican, and 
the terms in which you have made them. You do not rejoice in any 
rotestant successes—for the simple reason that where the light of the 
Bible and of the Evangelical truth enters, no harvest of graft can be 
grown by your Church out of the rich soil of ignorance and superstition. 

\nd the future of this country does not depend upon men graduated 
irom universities controlled by prelates of Rome, whose whole lives 
are more or less of a sham. They pretend to be good American citizens 
when they really put Rome above Washington (as the French priests 
are putting the alien Pope above the whole French Parliament); they 


pretend to believe in religious liberty, when they would crush it out of 


this country had they the power; they pretend to instil religious ideals 
into the minds of the children in the parochial schools, whereas they 
teach them useless prayers, false history, and continual subservience to 
the priesthood and to the Roman Curia. In all of which deception 
(and much more on other points) they are upheld by the “Moral 
Theology” of your Church 

But all the Protestant politicians who play at “diamond cut diamond” 
for their own political advancement with you cannot save your Church 
from disintegration. 

There are indications that its dissolution—or at any rate, dispersion—is not 
far distant. That others are of this opinion is shown by this letter: 
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Dear Servant of Christ—Greeting: I am glad to receive THe CONVERTED 
Catnotic. I am blessed by its monthly visits. I can recognize the image of 
Christ in it more easily than in a great deal of what passes for religious read- 
ing matter in these days of hurry. I would be glad to see that you recognized 
the near approach of the end a little more closely.

For sixteen hundred years and more the Church of 
Rome has been a political machine, ever since the days of Cunstantine dabbling 
in the lowest kind of politics. Every student of history knows this.  Arch- 
bishop Ireland acknowledges it in his article in the North American Review, 


February 1, 1907, where he says: “The Pope, the head of the Church and the

supreme representative of its spiritual life and aims, must be a diplomat. 


There is no act of Christ giving warrant to what Pius X is doing in France.’ 

Worldly politics and pagan religion have been the characteristics of your 
Church from the very beginning. There was a Christian Church in Rome in 
the time of the Apostle Paul, and it was as different from the Catholic Church 
of our day as Christianity is different from Paganism. 

I refer to history at this time, Cardinal, because you have led the move- 
ment in this country to condemn the action of the French Republic in getting 
rid of the Roman Catholic monster that threatened its life. The Dreyfus affair 
was the latest evidence of this. Six hundred years ago the Englishman John 
Wyclif—the Morning Star of the Reformation—tried to purify and reform 
the Roman Church, of which he was a priest, and he has become immortal 
by the treatment accorded to his body which was dug up and burned by papal 
agents. Two hundred years later God raised up Martin Luther, “the monk 
who shook the world,” and he lighted a torch that has illumined the pathway 
of the human race, making clear the way of God to man and breaking down 
the barriers that had been set up by your Church between the merciful God 
and His creatures for whom He had sent His only begotton Son to be the 
Saviour and Redeemer. Your Church by its commandments and traditions

It is condemned by the Scriptures that have come down to us, and 
it is reprobated by the progressive intelligent people of Europe who see in it 
only a continuation of paganism. 

The American people must reject those politicians who would barter 
our liberties for the Catholic vote. The control of this country by your 
Church would be not only a disaster for the Republic, but a calamity 
to the whole world. Mr. Fairbanks is posing as a candidate for th: 
Presidency next year. Is he wise in thinking he can blarney you with the 
election so far ahead? And does he really think, Cardinal, that you 
can deliver the goods?
